General Morgan was the creator of his r 
own fortune. Horn of poor, though honest , 
parents, he. enjoved none of the advantages . 
which result from weallh and early educa- ( 
tion. Rut his whs a spirit that would not (

He was born in New Jersey, where, from , 
his poverty and low condition, lie had been 
a day laborer To early education and 
breeding, therefore, he owed nothing Rut, 
for this deficiency, his native sagacity and 
sound judgment, and his intercourse with 
the best society, made much amends in af¬ 
ter life. 

Enterprising in his disposition even now, 
he removed to Virginia in 1T55, with a hope 
and expectation of improving ''is fortune. 
He continued, at first, his original business 
of day-labor - , but exchanged it aftei wards 
for the employment of a wagonpr.

It is certain 
that Mr. Clay opposed Mr. Monroe’s ad¬ 
ministration, and was in the habit of speak¬ 
ing in the must contemptuous manner of 
Mr. Adams’ understanding and political 
principles. If he did not actually urge 
Jonathan Russel to assuil Mr. Adams, on 
account of the negociations at Ghent it is 
certain that he made ‘ a demonstration" of 
coming out on the same side. 11 he condemn¬ 
ed Jackson’s conduct in the Indian wars, it 
was, most probably, because that conduct 
was authorised by Mr. Monroe, and justified 
by Mr. Adams. Another motive might 
bare mingled itself with that already men¬ 
tioned. His ascendency in the West bad 
hitherto been uodispute.il; and perhaps he 
uuw begin to perceive in General Jackson, 
a rival, that was soon lo supplant him, in 
the admiration and affections of the Wes¬ 
tern stales.

Brazil anil Buenos Ayres .— It seems 
cerium that the Urtlish government have re¬ 
ceived despatches from Brazil respecting the 
signature of the preliminaries of peace between 
Brazil and Buenos Ayers, and it is asserted 
with confidence on this an’honty, that besides 
the payment of a considerable sum liv Buenos 
4yrea to Brazil, it has been determined by the 
treaty that Monte Video, and a considerable 
portion of what ts calico the Banda Oriental, 
is to be formed into an independent govern¬ 
ment under the protection of Great Britain; as 
tn the particular form ot government nothing 
has transpired, but it is considered that it wilt 
be like Buenos Ayres— liefiu/ilican. 

Ttie Emperor Nicholas uf Russia, was invest¬ 
ed with the insignia of the noble order nf the 
Garter, at St. I’etcrshnrg, nn tile lOtlv of July, 
with great pump and puradp. 

Private letters from Madrid, dated the 17th 
July, state that they are organizing, with the 
greatest activity, u regiment,'which is lobe 
called Senrlentaire tie Havana, amt tu be com¬ 
posed uf 25(10 men, chosen troops as well as 
officers to* be taken from tile royalists. The 
transports which are to take these troops to 
the Island of t'uhaare ready to set sail escort¬ 
ed by ttie sovereign man-ot-war. The (brunt 
de Espagne, commander in chief of the Itoyal 
Guard, lias been charged with a secret mission 
by the King, to the army ol observation, tt is 
asserted this mission has lor its object to take 
a survey of the army as well as the complaints 
of the soldiers and officers, tec. and give an 
account of every trivial complaint to the King. 

From Vienna, it is stated that important or¬ 
ders had been despatched Irom Petersburg to 
Mohilow and Titlexiu, the bead quarters of the 
armies of ttie south andjgtsl.

Another advantage which the 
administration no doubt promised themselves 
from negotiation, was, that the credit of 
securing the trade would belong exclusive¬ 
ly to them. But they were so long in ma¬ 
king explanations by l single word, and so 
dilatory in their instantaneous suggestions 
that they lost the credit which they ex¬ 
pected for themselves, and the trade which 
wait expected by our merchants. 

But admit that Mr. Adams had not been 
opposed to securing the Colonial trade, by 
a repeal of the discriminating duties, or by 
aay other measures of Congress, would that 
be a justification of his own mismanage¬ 
ment in not securing it by treaty, when 
he had so long had it in his power? But 
If the indisposition of Mr. King or any 
other circumstance prevented the Admin¬ 
istration from providing by treaty, for the 
privileges offered by tbe act of Parliament 
of July 1825 , then it was clearly the duty 
of Mr. Adams, to recommend to Congress 
the adoption of such measures, in favour of 
British vessels, aa the Act of Parliament 
required. 

So far at this subject has been examined 
it is difficult to perceive any reason for the 
triumphant remark in your Address, ‘that 
with such evidence against them, even op¬ 
position must cower and retire.’ You cer¬ 
tainly promised yourselves an easy victory 
and were inclined, in this respect to give 
credit to the opposition, for a more retiring 
disposition than you have ascribed to them 
in other parts of your address. 

I shall how examine Mr. Clay's defence 
of the administration. He states that Mr. 

King was sent to replace Mr. Rush, in tbe 
spring of 1825, fully empowered to treat 
on all the subjects oftbe previous negotia¬ 
tion: Thai he was instructed first to get 
the British Government to remove the im¬ 
pediments, raised by the British Commis¬ 
sion at Washington, which prevented the 
execution of the convention at St. Peters¬ 
burg: Tbat bis instructions on the subject 
of the suspended negotiation should be seDt 
in time to opeo it: And ’that they would 
have been so tran<mitled but ibat upon his 
arrival in England, in the month of June 
1825, he was indisposed, that he learned 
that his Britanic -Vajes'y was ill, and that 
Mr. CaDuing was also unwell, and moreover 
that the British Cabinet was dispersed o»ei 
the island and upoo the continent, in tbe 
pursuit of health and recreation.’ 

Mr. King informed Mr. Clay of the in¬ 
disposition of the members of the British 
Cabinet, in a letter dated the 9th August 
1825, which must have beeD received in 
Washington some time in September, Mr. 
King could not have received an answer 
from Mi. Clay littjttie mooth of October. 

By tbat time it might have been expected 
tbat his health would be restored, aod the 
members of the British Cabinet re-assem¬ 
bled in London. There was no necessity 
therefore for keeping back instructions on 
account of tbe indisposition of Mr. King & 
the dispersion of ihe British Ministers.— 
Mr 1 Canning returned to London before tbe 
26tb of September, on which day he was to 
receive Mr. King on business. 

‘Happily (says Mr- Clay) His Britanic 
•Majesty and his Principal Secretary of For¬ 
eign Affairs were restored to health — 
The British Cabinet did not re-assvnble 
until tbe Autumn of 1825, and -Wr. King 
unfortunately remained feeble and unwell 
up to the period of his return to the United 
States, in consequence of his indisposition. 

If his instructions were not forwarded to 
him, it was because it was known tbat be 
was engaged in discussions respecting the 
St. Petersburg convention, and it was be¬ 
lieved that his languid condition did not ad 
roit of entering upon the discharge of the 
mure arduous duty of resuming the suspen¬ 
ded negotiation.’ 

According to the accurate style of Mr 
Clay, Mr. King continued unwell in come 
quence of his indisposition; but if it was 
known at Washington that he was engaged 
in discussions respecting tbe convention of 
St. Petersburgb, it might have been inferred 
tbat he would soon be able to enter upon 
the more arduous duty of resuming the sus¬ 
pended negotiation. But why was this last 
mentioned doty so very arduous? The 
parties according to Mr. Clay’s own ac¬ 
count were brought vary near together. If 
Mr. King had been merely instructed to 
inform (be British Government, that the 
U. States were willing to wave the demand 
which so long had formed an obstacle, aod 
to accede to the proposals offered to (Hr. 
Ruth in 1824, every difficulty would j\av« 
been removed. Tbe probability is that 
the administration never made up their 
tniod to wave this demand, until it was too 
late; for Mr. Clay makes an acknowledg¬ 
ment nearly to this effect, in the following 
passage of a letter to Mr. Vaughan. ‘It is 
true (he aaya) that the proposal by the Brit¬ 
ish Plenipotentiaries to Mr. Rush, was 
mi]e about 4wo years ago, and has been 
Under consideration since it waa received.' 
If it was under consideration all this time 
it is evident that the administiation had 
not determined whether to accept it,or not; 
and it is obvious, that it was tbeirduty, 
when ever they did de'ermine to accept it 
to eoinmnuicate thui determination, in the 
British Government. It was Ibis indecision 
on the part of oor administration and ooi 
the causes alledged, which continually de¬ 
layed tbe renewal of negotiation; until at 
- . V length (he order of council ol 27tb July 
1826, finally put an end to every prospect 
of a treutv. Tbe order of council appears 
to li^ve taken the administration by sur¬ 
prise- The Uuited States never dreamed 
'(•ays Mr. Olav) that without the smallest 
nol| e, (lie negotiation wns to be suddenly 
ar e ted I will uoW showjbat the admin* 
iit aiiAn hod been dr^qriiiog themselves, if 
they did not expect it. 7Fhe trade was 
ophued in Jjdy, 1826, at it bad been in 
Joifo ld22, on certain conditions; countries 


not fulfilling fhose conditions were .to be 
excluded from the trade. IPs had not ful¬ 
filled them, nor bad we manifested any in¬ 
tention of doing so. In 1822, we expected 
to be cut off from tbe trade in consequence 
of not complying with the conditions as ap¬ 
pear! by tbe following extract from Mr. 
Adams' instructions to Mr. Rush. 

"The admission of our vessels had been 
presented to us not only upon conditions 
exceedingly bordeosome, but under a di¬ 
rect menace that, if we should not accept it 
upon the identical terms offered in those 
acts, commercial intercourse between us 
and all the British colonies in this hemis¬ 
phere would be prohibited by an order in 
council. And we have received intimations 
that this power, reserved to the King by 
the Act of 25tb June would be exercised 
if we should not immediately exempt Bri 
ligh vessels, employed in the trade, from 
the foreign tonnage and additional import 
duties. We have therefore been uoder the 
necessity of deciding upon our course of 
policy, relating to ihe interest, upon a cal¬ 
culation of probability Hi it ihe power would 
be exercised and that l/re order of council 
would issue.” 

But Mr. Clay alleges that the Act of 
Parliament of July 1825 was never officially 
communicated to the Government of the 
United States; and that it had reference to 
numerous other Acta of Parliament, of 
very complicated nature, the examination 
of which required considerable time. The 
act waspublisbed in tbe usual manner, and 
Mr. Clay does not pretend that be remained 
ignorant of it, a moment longer, in conse 
quence of his not being officially informed 
of it. The merchants of Baltimore were 
informed of it in time to petition Congress, 
as I have already mentioned, at the session 
of 1825 and 6. By an examination of tbe 
instructions to Mr. Rush, it will be seen 
that Mr. Adams understood the complica¬ 
ted Acts of Parliament perfectly well. But 
if the absence of official information res¬ 
pecting the act of 1825, and ignorance of 
the laws to which it referred prevented the 
administration from complying with the re¬ 
quisite conditions at first; tbe same reasons 
would have operated to the last, and pre¬ 
vented the instructions to Mr. Gallatin. It 
was tbe duty however, of tbe administra¬ 
tion lo understand the Act of Parliament, 
and so far as it concerned tbe United States, 
they did understand it. Bui if our govern* 
merit had been as ignorant of the subject as 
they,pretend to bare been, that circumstance 
could not have prevented negotiation; for 
a treaty between the two nations would 
have superseded every legislative of the 
parlies. 

The conduct of the administration, in re¬ 
lation to this subject, completely ju«tifies 
the opinion advanced by the Jackson con 
vention; "that the President has been guilty 
of a palpable neglect of duty, to winch a 
parallel can hardly be found, in tbe history 
of nur exterior,relations ’’ 

It was my intention to reply (o some other 
arguments and statements in the address of 
tbe Adams’ convention, which appeared to 
me to be as untenable as those I have ex¬ 
amined. But I have already said ao murb 
more than I first intended, that I will now 
conclude with the assurance, that I have 
endeavored to avoid every expression tbat 
could appear to be inconsistent with that 
respect aud friendship, which I have so long 
entertained for you.

pleasure of those on the opposite side. So 
far 'from using my influence in favour of

I do not pretend to deny that I did 
in 1825 stand before the great body of the 
people, and exercised ray constitutional 
right by calling on the free and independent 
voters of my county for their support; But 
I beg leave to inform you that I did not do 
it from a principle of ambition to force my¬ 
self upoo the people. It was from tbe earnest 
importunities of my friends that caused me 
to do it—-even the year previous l was urg¬ 
ed in every direction to become a candidate 
and I refused until near tbe election when 
I agreed—they brought roe under an obli¬ 
gation to announce it, and how did I do i>? 
By writing two advertisements and sticking 
them up in the village of Hillsborough where 
I could tear them down at pleasure; for I 
wag well evinced that l should not be a 
candidate at the October election. When 
my friends fnuod that my resolution was not 
to be a candidate, they urged me to be one 
the next fall—in fact some went so far as to 
declare if I did not, they would never support 
me on any occasion. They urged tbat a cau¬ 
cus was unnecessary that year, and after ta* 
king every circumstance into consideration I 
was led to believe it myself, & consequently,

DEATH OF MR. CANNING. 

Mr. Canning died at Chiswick on the 
8th of August. His disorder Was inflam¬ 
mation of tbe intestines and gangrene, at¬ 
tributed principally to intense attention to 
his official duties. 

Iuten»e interest was excited by the illno-s 
nf Mr. Canning. The London conespnn 
dent of the Liverpool Coqrittr under date of 
the 6th August saya—‘‘Nq event within 
ur recollection lug excited a more intense 
nterest in the city than tbe illness of Mi. 

Canning. The aoxiety to learn 4he Ia tee 
intelligence from Chiswick was unabated 
throughout the day, and ihe inquiries wete 
so numerous and incessant that it seemei 
as if the merchants had abandoned tliei 
usual occupations for the purpose of makinf 
them. The exchange was nearly as mud 
thronged during the day as it is during the 
hours of transacting business. A very 
marked effect was produced, on the public 
securities.
